The first Is so per cent 
of the tax, and the second Is a specif- 
ic penalty of tl.ooo. This latter 
pen- 


alty applies to corporations, but not 
to individuals. The law In Its pres- 
ent form requires all correlations in- 
corporated for profit to file a return, 
whether there la any profit to pay 
tax on or not. 


Ot course In the latter case, no SO 


per cent, penalty can be applied, but 
the commissioner rules that even 
where there Is no profit, the specific 
penalty of II,000 for unlawful delay 
must In every such Instance be en- 
forced. 


Mr. Hull stated thin morning that 


there are several corporations In this 
district which were delinquent, and 
from which he will be required to ex- 
act the 11,000 penalty, although they 
have no profit upon which to assess a 
tax.—Toledo Blade.

A Ron of ' tuck Which Enriched na ta-

Some years ago, when gambling flour- 


ished iu Washington, two of the most 
enthusiastic votaries of faro were old 
Bill Longford and Adam Koch. They 
mraolly backed tho animal together, and 
when they hod a winning «treak the 
bauk proprietor was apt to walk the 
floor nervonsly, and there would be shift 
ing of dealers every quarter o:f an hour 
or so. When the fickle goddesa frowned 
upon them, howG'rtsr, there was joy in 
tho heart of the uiau who corired the 
roll, and pheasants and venison were lia- 
ble to mark the next night's Bnpper. 
They always played tliS^ limit, which 
was 925 to "cases" inmost of the rooms 
in thoir day, whether their luck was 
good or bad, and consequently they won 
big money or lost their stokes in short 
order. 


One night Koch went up into Jones' 


place, over Charlie Godfrey's saloon, on 
E street, without a cent in his pocket 
Lnrisford was spread out before tho faro 
table, with red chips ut !fl.25 apiece 
stacked tip in front of him and stacks 
covering tho case cards on tho board. He 
was tipsy and unsociable, and when Koch 
suggested tho loan of a conple of stacks 
he was met with a stormy refusal 
He sat down and watched tho play, how- 
ever, and at lost Lnnsford, who was 
calling for a small bottle every other 
turn, got drnukor aud put a pile of chips 
on the king, of which only one hud 
shown. In a moment two kings followed 
each other in the deal, and Jim Davis, 
who was dealing, took down half of 
Lunsford's bet. In doing so h'e found the 
latter hod put 19 chips instead of 20 on 
tho card, and consequently he left nine 
chips and a spilt, or half a check, on it. 
Lnnsford was wild. Ho bated a split 
worse than any gambler who over played 
a system, and ho turned on Koch. 


"Yon wanted a stake, dnm you, and 


now yon con have it, "he exclaimed, 
and he threw the split at Koch. The 
latter coolly picked up the 02}^ cents 
and put it on a card It won. Ho shitted 
tho chip to another place, and it won 
again. Here and there he moved the 
chips ovur the table, now copperiug 
them and now playing them open, aud 
every time he won. At the end of the 
deal he had $80. At tho end of tho next 
he had $245. The news got oat on the 
street that Adam Koch had struck a 
winning streak. This was enough to 
crowd Jones' plucewith curious and ex- 
cited spectators. At midnight Koch was 
$1,400 ahead of the game. At u o'cljxik 
iu tho morning he arose and called 'for 
a bottle of wine and paid the boy with 
a $10 bill out of a roll containing jost 
$2,090. That was tho luckiest gamble 
ever known in Washington. And Lnas- 
fordweut broke trying to copper Koch's 
steady luck. — Chicago Times-Herald.

Conventional rales ore most nsof nl in

But now it is 
observed as pure convention, one which 
is obviously mere show, but to omit 
which would bo a breach of canine eti- 
qnutto which might and sometimes do*e 
lead to a light. -^London Spectator.

It cannot; be 
done. Three hundred and fifty dollars is 
no amonut of mouoy at all to invest in 
airy business unless tins operator expecti. 
to "find himself. " Tliroo hundred iuul 
fifty dollars nt G per cent interest would 
earn only $21 a year. 


Is it not a good business that would 


give 12 percent interest? Vet that would 
only be $4 Si n year. How many bcisi- 
iiesses ore paying 12 per cent? Poultry 
will, but i-12 not being cuoagh for a 
living tho capital must bo increased. 


How nincli of t henhouse, can be built 


for $100? At |3 a rumiiug foot, it is 
easy to figure out a 50 foot hennery. 
Divide this iuto five pens, and put ten 
fowls in euch peti, and thero will be 
quarters for just 45 hens and five cock- 
erels. 


Fifty fowls at $1.50 each would coai 


$75, and this amount, added to tho cost 
of tho house, would taJto juwt exactly 
one-half of tho capital.
